FROM SUGARING OUT 


The “ invertase process,“ which has 


been used so successfully in the m anu­ 


facture of cane sirup to prevent crys- 
talization, has been found to be equal­ 
ly suitable for preventing 
crystal­ 
lization in 
the m anufacture of 
sor­ 
ghum sirup, says the United States 
Departm ent of Agriculture. 
Inver- 
tnse is an extract made from yeast, 
which when added to the sirup during 
the process of manufacture converts 
a portion of the sugar into another 
form of sugar that does not crystal­ 
lize so readily, but which stlil retains 
the sam e sw eetness and wholesom e­ 
ness. 
The method was developed pri­ 
marily for the m anufacture of 
cane 
sirup a few years ago. 
Further tests 
last fall with sorghum sirup gave re­ 
sults which enabled the Bureau of 
Chem istry to recommend the adoption 
of the invertase process by sorghum- 
sirup makers when it is desired to 
prevent sugaring. 
Som e varieties of sorghum 
yield 
sirup that sugars heavily when evap­ 
orated to a high body density, while 


other varieties arenot so troublesom e 
in that way. 
The tendency for sirup 
to sugar out also depends upon the 
character of the growing season. 
A l­ 
though sorghum sirups as a rule do 
not cause so much trouble by crystal­ 
lizing as do cane sirups, sugaring oc­ 
curs sufficiently frequently to render 
a means of prevention desirable. 


Briefly the process consists of skim ­ 


ming and evaporatinig the juice from 
the mill in the ordinary manner, ex ­ 
cept that the juice is run into the 
evaporator faster than is the usual 
practice. 
The sirup running out from 
the finishing end of the pan is there­ 
fore purposefully made thinner than 
the sirup at the ordinary density. The 
evaporation should be so regulated 
that the thin sirup obtained has a 
density of about 24 degrees as tested 
by a Baume hydometer at ordinary 
temperature. 
A tank or clean barrels 
should be provided to hold one entire 
day’s output of thin sirup. 
This is 
allowed to cool to a tem perature of 
140 to 145 degrees F. before adding 
the required proportion of invertase. 
The sirup is then evaporated to final 
density in the usual manner.

Urbana, 111., Aug. 14. -An alfalfa 
disease known 
as 
bacterial blight, 
which w as first reported in the state 
last year, has been found in nearly 
every county where a search has been 
made and is thereatening to be a ser­ 
ious faetor in alfalfa growing, said a 
report by Benjamin K<a*hler, associate 
in crop pathology at the College of 
A griculture, U niversity 
of 
Illinois. 
The first report of the disease was re ­ 
ceived last 
year 
from Stephenson 
county. 
The disease is caused by bacteria 
which invade the whole plant and all 
indications are that the infection is 
carried 
by the 
seed. 
Nevertheless, 
the disease does not show outwardly 
during the first year, only fields that 
are two or more years old are show­ 
ing sym ptom s. 
“The m ost definite symptoms of the 
disease are found in the alfalfa roots 
where the infection causes a yellowish 
to a brownish discoloration in the new ­ 
est woody tissue right beneath the 
bark,” according to Koehler. 
“This 
can be seen very well either by cu t­ 
ting through the root with a sharp 
knife or by peeling back the bark. 
In badly diseased plants the yellow 
color m ay extend through the whole 
woody tissue. 
A root often found in 
the old wood in the central part of 
the root, however,# has no connection 
with the disease. 
“Above-ground 
part,- 
of infected 
plants become stunted, pale in color 
and finally die. 
A fter initial infect­ 
io n has occurred, the disease spreads 
more or less rapidly through the field, 
the spread no doubt being caused pri­ 
marily by the use of haying machin­ 
ery. 
The disease wa^ not found to 
spread into adjoining alfalfa fields un­ 
less the sam e haying machinery was 
used for both. 
Very likely it is also 
spread by disks where farmers prac­ 
tice cultivation of then alafalfa.” 


POST O FFIC E D EFICIT THIS 
YEAR A LR EA in 5137,149.000 


W ashington, A ug. 10 
A cash de­ 
ficit of $37,149,000 for the fiscal year 
of 1925, which closed last June 30, 
was announced today by the Post O f­ 
fice Departm ent after a preliminary 
com pilation of receipts and expendi­ 
tures made at the request of P ost­ 
m aster General New. 
The Department ordinarily returns 
a deficit, but officials have been trying 
for several years to effec t econom ies 
which would make the postal service 
self-supporting. 
T hey 
regard 
this 
year’s figures as a 
step 
backward, 
since last year’s deficit was only $24,- 
000,000. 
Prelim inary figure* for the year, 
which are subject to some readjust­ 
m ents, place estim ated 
receipts 
at 
$600,600,000 and obligations and e x ­ 
penditures at $649,771,000, from which 
is deducted $11,622,000 for outstand 
ing liabilities and for civil service re­ 
tirem ent transfer. 
The cash deficit closely approaches 
the estim ate made by Postm aster Gen­ 
eral N ew several weeks ago, when he 
placed it arbund $40,000,000. 
“The amount of the deficit for the 
fiscal year of 1925, 
a statem ent by 
the department said, “is attributed 
not entirely but to a great extent to 
the postal pay bill, which, enacted this 
spring, w as retroactive to January 1, 
so that the department has been pay­ 
ing increased salaries to its arm y of 
som e 350,000 employees for the last 
six m onths of the fiscal year. 
On the 
other hand, the increase in postage 
rates established to m eet the raise in 
salaries did not become effective until 
April 15, and was in operation only 
two and a half months of the fiscal 
year.” 
Total postal revenues for the fiscal 
year of 1924 amount to $572,948,7<8, 
so that the receipts for 1925 were 
$27,650,222, or 4.82 per cent more. In 
1924 an increase of $40,120,853, or 7.53 
per cent over 1923 was shown. 
The operating deficit for 1923 w as 
$37,707,806, while for 1921 it was $80,- 
106,769. 
B usiness men and publishers have 
been appearing before a com m ittee 
which is investigating the causes of 
the deficit believe that the increases 
in certain classes of mail have result­ 
ed in the lessening of their use. N ew s­ 
papers and m agazines have to a large 
degree'started shipping by freight or 
express to avoid the increase on sec­ 
ond class mail. 
A protest against increases in sec­ 
ond class rates has been entered by 
L. C. H all, publisher of the W areham, 
M ass., Courier, and a member of the 
E xecutive Committee of Che National 
Editorial Association. 
Mr. Hall said 
his organization, composed of 15,000 
daily and weekly newspapers, believed 
that the 1920 rate was the highest 
that could be borne by the publishers. 
He did not believe that the deficit in 
the cost of maintaining rural routes 
should be met by the newspapers, and 
pointed out that the cost of operating 
these routes would be the sam e, even 
though no newspapers were carried. 
He also considered it unfair to place 
a "tax on advertising m atter” printed 
in the newspapers, declaring it cost 
no m ore to deliver that portion of the 
paper than it did the news m atter.

A number of feeding tests at var­ 
ious experim ent stations have shown 
the value of soy-bean oil meal as a 
poultry feed. 
At the North Carolina 
station it was found that when fed in 
equal quantities with 
wheat shorts 
and cracked corn mixed with sw eet 
milk soy-bean oil meal proved to be 
a most valuable feed and one to be rec­ 
ommended as a good growing ration 
for feeding to little chicks.

of chicks on soy-bean oil meal aver­ 
aged 14 pounds when eight weeks old. 
From these tests it was concluded that 
the soy-bean oil meal could replace 
rolled oats in chick feeding. 
Another 
series 
of 
experim ents 
showed that soy-bean oil meal with a 
suitable mineral m ixture is a much 
better supplement to corn meal than 
meat scraps and is nearly as good as 
condensed 
buttermilk 
when fed to 
chickens for short-tim e intensive feed­ 
ing periods. 
A sim ple mixture com ­ 
posed of bone ash, lim estone, and salt 
was used. 
To be m ost effective, the 
amount of mineral mixture to be add­ 
ed should be about two per cent ol l 
the ration. 
The addition of the mineral m ix­ 
ture is necessary to prevent too great 
a growth of fat at the expense of 
protein growth. 
Hens responded in 
these tests to the use of the mineral 
mixture in a sim ilar manner to that 
of young, growing birds. 
The m in­ 
eral mixture, it has been shown, in­ 
creases the value of the soy-bean oil 
meal as a protein 
supplement 
tor 
growth and egg production more than 
40 per cent. 
A good mineral m ixture is made of 
60 parts bone phosphate, 20 parts of 
salt, and 20 parts of limestone.

LONG CORN SHUCK GIVES 
EAR DOUBLE PROTECTION 


The corn scientists have found 
a 
way to fool the corn-ear worm. Now 
they are trying to develop a type of 
corn with a shuck extending well be­ 
yond the tip end of the ear for grow­ 
ing in the South, where the corn-ear 
worm is an active 
ally 
of another 
pest—the corn weevil. 
The corn-ear 
worm has a natural habit of enter­ 
ing the ear at the 
tip 
end of 
the 
shuck, eating his fill as he progress­ 
es down along the 
ear 
and finally 
cutting his way out when he is fed 
up. 
Theie holes made 
by 
his exit 
have proved to be ideal places 
for 
the weevil to enter and do 
further 
damage. 
The scientists have found 
that when «lltt c rn-ear worm enters 
a long-tipped sl.jck, however, he is 
more 
apt 
to 
bore 
out before he 
reaches the kernels, consequently do­ 
ing less damage to the ear and also 
leaving fewer open doors for 
the 
weevil. 
A number of years ago the United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture 
showed that the weevils were unable 
to cut through com husks, although 
they could eat the hardest rice pop­ 
corn without ditficulty. 
The problem 
accordingly 
was 
to 
produce husk- 
protected strains that also would be 
good yielders. 
The problem was not 
a simple one, but some suitable and 
fairly desirable strains 
were found. 
Then it was discovered that the wee­ 
vils were relying on the work of the 
corn-ear worm to gain entrance. 
Now the problem is to develop 
a 
strain of com that has long-tipped 
husks. 
As yet the experimenters are 
having some difficulty in developing 
a type with husks of sufficient length 
to fool the corn-ear worm 
and not 
too long to prevent the emergence of 
the silk, so that the ear will fill well. 
Some encouragement for the ultimate 
solution 
of 
the 
problem, however, 
lies in the fact that there is consid­ 
erable variation among strains in the 
length fo husk projection that caus­ 
es poorly filled ears. 
These strains 
will furnish the corn breeder 
with 
raw material to shape into the self- 
pfotecting, long-tipped variety that 
is wanted. 


FIRST CASE OF LEPROSY

sy case in Scott county and one of 
the first to develop in Southeast Mis­ 
souri was located by County Physici­ 
an U. P. Haw at the James Helton 
place between

Hamburg a short time ago. 
W right Helton, a twelve-year-old 
son, was the afflicted member of the 
family and the disease was of eleven 
years’ duration, judging by the pro­ 
gress it had made on the young man, 
whose toes had all rotted away and 
the first joints on all his fingers and 
two thumbs were also gone. Dr. Haw- 
examined the patient and suspected 
leprosy. He immediately reported the 
case to the State Board of Health 
and the secretary of th at body, Dr. 
James Stewart, came down from Jef­ 
ferson City and after a thorough ex­ 
amination he also diagnosed the dis­ 
ease as leprosy. 
The mother of the youth 
died 
a 
few weeks ago of tuberculosis, and 
when th<» father, got an inkling of the 
possible sending of his son to the lep­ 
er colony either in Louisiana or Ha­ 
waii, he immediately left this part of 
the country and is supposed to have 
gone to Kentucky, from whence the 
family came some years ago. 
A fter Dr. Stewart had made 
his 
examination it was decided by 
Dr. 
Haw that the federal medical board 
should have a chance at the patient, 
but before representatives 
of Uncle 
Sam ’s health body could get here, the 
father and sop had left. 
Leprosy has always boen regarded 
as contagious and incurable malady,

Little more than a w'eek was re­ 
quired to bring about accord of the 
program of repayment of the little 
kingdom's debt, which 
was tied 
at 
$417,780,000, as of June 15, 1925. 
The funding plan, agreed upon late 
yesterday, camev in the same month 
which 11 years ago marked the open­ 
ing of the World War. 
The terms provide for a remission 
of interest on the $171,780,000 loaned 
priod to the armistice, and for a part 
remission of interest on 8246,000,000 
borrowed for reconstruction work. 
The agreement, subject to ratifica­ 
tion by the American congress and 
the Belgian government, was describ­ 
ed 
as 
recognizing 
by 
the United 
States a weighty moral obligation as 
a result of assurances given the lit­ 
tle kingdom by President Wilson at 
the time of the Versailles peace con­ 
ference, and also the right of 
Bel­ 
gium to particular and special treat­ 
ment by this nation. 
The terms call for complete pay­ 
ment within sixty-two years. 
The $171,780,000 loaned during the 
time of actual fighting with 
Ger­ 
many, is to be paid free of all accpued 
interest. 
The interest of the post-armistice 
debt of $246,000,000 was fixed at the 
rate of 3 Ms per cent.

PREVENTING SORGHUM SIRUP 
FROM SUGARING OUT 


The “ invertase process,” which has 


been used so successfully in the manu­ 
facture of cane sirup to prevent crys- 
talization, has been found to be equal­ 
ly suitable for 
preventing 
crystal­ 
lization in the manufacture of sor­ 
ghum sirup, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
Inver­ 
tase is an extract made from yeast, 
which when added to the sirup during 
the process of manufacture converts 
a portion of the sugar into another 
form of sugar that does not crystal­ 
lize so readily, but which stlil retains 
the same sweetness and wholesome­ 
ness. 
The method was developed pri­ 
marily for the manufacture of cane 
sirup a few years ago. 
Further tests 
last fall with sorghum sirup gave re­ 
sults which enabled the Bureau of 
Chemistry to recommend the adoption 
of the invertase process by sorghum- 
airup makers when it is desired to 
prevent sugaring. 


other varieties a re not so troublesome 
in that way. 
The tendency for sirup i 
to sugar out also depends upon the 
character of the growing season. 
Al-1 
though sorghum sirups as a rule do 
not c^sse so much trouble by crystal­ 
lising as do cane sirups, sugaring oc­ 
cur* sufficiently frequently to render 
a means of prevention desirable. 
Briefly the process consists of skim­ 
ming and evaporatinig the juice from 
the mill in the ordinary manner, ex­ 
cept that the juice is run into the 
evaporator faster than is the usual 
practice. The sirup running out from 
the finishing end of the pan is there­ 
fore purposefully made thinner than 
the sirup at the ordinary density. The 
evaporation should be so regulated 
that the thin sirup obtained has a 
density of about 24 degrees as tested 
by a Haume hydometer at ordinary 
temperature. 
A tank or clean barrels 
should be provided to hold one entire 
day’s output of thin sirup. 
This is 
allowed to cool to a tem perature of 
140 to 146 degrees F. before adding

every county where a search has been 
made and is thereatening to 1*> a ser­ 
ious factor in alfalfa growing, said a 
report by Benjamin K«*ehler, associate 
in crop pathology at the College of 
Agriculture, University 
of 
Illinois. 
The first report of the disease was re­ 
ceived last 
year 
from Stephenson 
county. 
The disease is caused by bacteria 
which invade the whole plant and all 
indications are th a t the infection is 
carried 
by the 
seed 
Nevertheless, 
the disease does not show outwardly 
during the first year, only fields that 
are two or more years old are show­ 
ing symptoms. 
“The most definite symptoms of the 
disease are found in the alfalfa roots 
where the infection causes a yellowish 
to a brownish discoloration in the new­ 
est woody tissue rigid beneath the 
bark,” according to Koehler. 
“This 
can be seen very well either by cut­ 
ting through the root with a sharp 
knife or by peeling back the bark. 
In badly diseased plants the yellow 
color may extend tjir<-ugh the whole 
woody tissue. 
A root often found in 
the old wood in the central part of 
the root, however,# bar no connection 
with the disease.

POST OFFICE DEFICIT THIS 
YEAR ALREADY «7,149,000 


Washington, Aug. 10.- A cash de­ 
ficit of $37,149,000 for th*- fiscal year 
of 1925, which closed last June 30 
was announced today by the Post Of 
fice D epartment after a preliminary 
compilation of receipts and expendi 
tures made at the request of Post­ 
m aster General New. 
The D epartm ent ordinarily returns 
a deficit, but officials have been trying 
for several years to effect economies 
which would make the postal service 
self-supporting. 
They 
regard 
this 
year’s figures as a 
step 
backward, 
since last year’s deficit was only $24,- 
000,000. 
Preliminary figures for the year, 
which are subject to some readjust­ 
ments, place estimated 
receipts 
at 
$600,600,000 and obligations and ex­ 
penditures at $649,771,000, from which 
is deducted $11,622,000 for outstand­ 
ing liabilities and for civil service re­ 
tirem ent transfer. 
The cash deficit closely approaches 
the estim ate made by Postm aster Gen­ 
eral New several weeks ago, when he 
placed it arfiund $40,000,000. 
The amount of the deficit for the 
fiscal year of 1925,” a statem ent by 
the departm ent said, “is attributed 
not entirely but to a great extent to 
the postal pay bill, which, enacted this 
spring, was retroactive to January 1, 
so th a t the department has been pay­ 
ing increased salaries to its army of 
some 350,000 employees for the last 
six months of the fiscal year. 
On the 
other hand, the increase in postage 
rates established to meet the raise in 
salaries did not become effective until 
April 16, and was in operation only 
two and a half months of the fiscal 
year.” 
Total postal revenues for the fiscal 
year of 1924 amount to $572,948,778, 
so that the receipts for 1926 were 
$27,650,222, or 4.82 per cent more. In 
1924 an increase of $40,120,853, or 7.53 
per cent over 1923 waa shown. 
The operating deficit for 1923 was 
$37,707,806, while for 1921 it was $80,- 
106,769. 
Business men and publishers have 
been appearing before a committee 
which is investigating the causes of 
the deficit believe that the increases 
in certain classes of mail have result­ 
ed in the lessening of their use. News­ 
papers and magazines have to a large 
degree started shipping by freight or 
express to avoid the increase on sec­ 
ond class mail. 
A protest against increases in sec­ 
ond class rates has been entered by 
L. C. Hall, publisher of the W areham 
Mass., Courier, and a member of the 
Executive Committee of Che National 
Editorial Association. 
Mr. Hall said 
his organization, composed of 15,000 
daily and weekly newspapers, believed 
that the 1920 rate was the highest 
that could be borne by the publishers. 
He did not believe that the deficit in 
the cost of maintaining rural routes 
should be met by the newspapers, and 
pointed out that the cost of operating 
these routes would be the same, even 
though no newspapers were carried. 
He also considered it unfair to place 
a “tax on advertising m atter” printed 
in the newspapers, declaring it cost 
no more to deliver that portion of the 
paper than it did the news matter.

SOY BEAN OIL MEAL MERITS 
MORE USE AS POULTRY FEED 


With the rapid expansion of soy­ 
bean culture in the Corn Belt States 
farmers of that region have at then 
disposal a new poultry 
feed 
which 
could well be used to much greater ex­ 
tent than is being done at present, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Poultrymen in the Pa­ 
cific Coast States have used soy-bean 
oil meal for several years and consider 
it a most excellent feed for growth 
and egg production. 
A number of feeding tests at var­ 
ious experiment stations have shown 
the value of soy-bean oil meal as a 
poultry feed. 
At the North Carolina 
station it was found that when fed in 
equal quantities with wheat shorts 
and cracked corn mixed with sweet 
milk soy-bean oil meal proved to be 
most valuable feed and one to be rec­ 
ommended as a good growing ration 
for feeding to little chicks. 
One lot 
of chicks on soy-bean oil meal aver­ 
aged 14 pounds when eight weeks old. 
From these tests it was concluded that 
the soy-bean oil meal could replace 
rolled oats in chick feeding. 
Another 
series 
of 
experiments 
showed that soy-bean oil meal with a 
suitable mineral mixture is a much 
better supplement to corn meal than 
meat scraps and is nearly as good as 
condensed 
buttermilk 
when fed to 
chickens for short-time intensive feed­ 
ing periods. 
A simple mixture com­ 
posed of bone ash, limestone, and salt 
was used. 
To be most effective, the 
amount of mineral mixture to be add-1 
ed should be about two per cent of 
the ration. 
The addition of the mineral mix­ 
ture is necessary to prevent too great 
a growth of fat at the expense of 
protein growth. 
Hens responded in 
these tests to the use of the mineral 
mixture in a similar manner to that 
of young, growing birds. 
The min­ 
eral mixture, it has been shown, in­ 
creases the value of the soy-bean oil 
meal as a protein 
supplement 
for 
growth and egg production more than 
40 per cent. 
A good mineral mixture is made of 
60 parts bone phosphate, 20 parts of 
salt, and 20 parts of limestone.

LONG CORN SHUCK GIVES 
EAR DOUBLE PROTECTION 


The corn scientist* have found 
a 
way to fool the corn-car worm. Now 
they are trying to develop a type of 
corn with a shuck extending well be­ 
yond the tip end of the ear for grow­ 
ing in the South, where the corn-ear 
worm in an active 
ally 
of another 
peat—the corn weevil. 
The corn-ear 
worm has a natural habit of enter­ 
ing the ear at the 
tip 
end of 
the 
shuck, eating his fill as he progress­ 
es down along the 
ear 
and Anally 
cutting his way out when he is fed 
up. 
Th^le holes made 
by 
his exit 
have proved to be ideal places 
for 
the weevil to enter and do 
further 
damage. 
The scientists have found 
that wh'n*»!»e c rn-ear worm enters 
a long-tipped s! jck, however, he is 
more 
apt 
to 
bore 
out before he 
reaches the kernels, consequently do­ 
ing less damage to the ear and also 
leaving fewer open doors for 
the 
weevil. 
. 
A number of years ago the United 
States Department 
of 
Agriculture 
showed that the weevils were unable 
to cut through com husks, although 
they could eat the hardest rice pop­ 
corn without difficulty. 
The problem 
accordingly 
was 
to 
produce husk- 
protected strains that also would be 
good yielders. 
The problem was not 
a simple one, but some suitable and 
fairly desirable strains 
were found. 
Then it was discovered that the wee­ 
vils were relying on the work of the 
corn-ear worm to gain entrance. 
Now the problem is to develop 
a 
strain of corn that has long-tipped 
husks. 
As yet the experimenters are 
having <?omc difficulty in developing 
a type with husks of sufficient length 
to fool the corn-ear worm 
and not 
- too long to prevent the emergence of 
the silk, so that the ear will All well. 
Some encouragement for the ultimate 
solution 
of 
the 
problem, however, 
lies in the fact that there is consid­ 
erable variation among strains in the 
length fo husk projection that caus­ 
es poorly filled ears. 
These strains 
will furnish the corn breeder 
with 
raw material to shape into the self- 
protecting, long-tipped variety that 
is wanted.

The funding plan, agreed upon late 
yesterday, cam ^ in the same month 
which 11 years ago marked the open­ 
ing of the World War. 
The terms provide for a remission 
of interest on the $171,780,000 loaned 
priod to the armistice, and for a part 
remission of interest on $246.000,000 
borrowed for reconstruction work. 
The agreement, subject to ratifica 
tion by the American congress and 
the Belgian government, was describ­ 
ed 
as 
recognizing 
by 
the United 
States a weighty moral obligation as 
a result of assurances given the lit­ 
tle kingdom by President Wilson at 
the time of the Versailles peace con­ 
ference, and also the right of

they

alleviate the suffering th a t had de­ 
scended upon the South, thus, plac 
ing tne cotton grow er in a rath e r hu­ 
m iliating position. 
Cotton is not a perishable crop; it 
can be held for many years. 
WTith a 
tw enty million bale crop, spinners all 
over the world would stock up at 
a 
very low price and there would be 
an enorm ous carry-over which would 
be wielded as a d u b over the m arket 
for several years to come. 
Instead of urging an increase, let 
us advocate a reduction in the a cre­ 
age, a more careful selection of seed, 
b etter cultural methods, and a wiser 
system of handling 
and m arketing 
the crop. 
This, together with an in 
teligjent 
rotation and diversification 
of crops will bring about a 
g rea ter 
and more perm anent pro sp erity and 
build up the country 
w ith 
a much 
higher d a s of citizenship than would 
accom pany any m aterial increase in 
our cotton acreage.
